|HOW AUSTRIAN SUBMARINE 
SANK ITALIAN SUBMARINE 


Neither Boat Knew Other Was in the Vicinity, 
but Austrian Craft Saw Italian 


First and Fired. 


18.—Details have been received here of 
the recent sinking of an Italian subma- 
rine by an Austrian suomarine. 


The Italian boat was the Medusa, 
with a displacement of 300 tons, a speed 
of 14 knots an hour submerged and a 
crew of 14 men. She was lying sub- 
merged and the Austrian boat was not 
far away, also under water. Neither 
one had any intimation of the presence 
of the other.

The Medusa came to the surface first, 
swept the horizon with her periscope 
and, finding the way clear, she emerged. 

Shortly afterward the Austrian boat 
decided to come up. She sent up her 
periscope and saw the Italian not far 
away. Recognizing an enemy, she im- 
mediately attacked, and one shot from 
her torpedo was sufficient to send the 
Medusa to the bottom. One report has 
it that an officer and four members vf 
the crew of the Medusa escaped and 
were made prisoners by the Austrians.

CABINET DISCUSSES MEXICO 
AND ESPIONAGE ON MAILS 


Manufacture of Poison Gas Cartridge 
in United States to Be Investi- 
gated. 
WASHINGTON, June 18.—The Cabinet 
held a two-hour session today and dis- 
cussed a variety of subjects, among 
them the Mexican situation and _ the 
charges of espionages on official mails 
between the United States and Europe. 
The diplomatic situation with Germany 
admittedly is marking time awaiting 
the German Government's reply to the 

last American note. 

One subject discussed was the re- 
ported manufacturing of cartridges ad- 
vertised by a Cleveland concern to con- 
tain poisonous gases to cause much 
pain and to cause death within four 
hours. 

The position of the Government in 
such cases is that where contributory 
violations of The Hague convention oc- 
cur within the United States it will en- 
deavor to stop them. The Department 
of Commerce will conduct an investiga- 
tion.

BERLIN OFIGALLY WARNING ISSUED 


FOR VACCINATION 
AGAINST TYPHOID 


Health Commissioner Starkloff 
Advises That the Immunity 
Treatment Be Taken. 


Health Commissioner Starklof? today 
issued a warning to all St. Louisans, 
especially those contemplating going 
away on vacations, to be vaccinated in 
crder to be insured against a possible 
attack from typhoid fever during the 
summer months. 

The preventive treatment, he said, 
will be administered without cost to 
any person making application at the 
Health Department offices, in the Mu- 
nicipal Courts Building, Fourteenth and 
Market streets. 

The 400,000 Government employes 
throughout the United States also were 
warned today by the United States 
Fublic Health Service to be vaccinated 
against typhoid. 

Immunity for Four Years, 

Under an order of Secretary of the 
Treasury McAdoo, issued Feb. 12, 164 
public health service stations through- 
out the country were designated where 
the preventive treatment may be admin- 
istered to Government employes without 
cost to the employes. In 8t. Louis this 
station Is at the United States Marine 
Hospital, Marine avenue and Miami 
street. 

Compliance with Secretary McAdoo's 
order, it was pointed out, will result 
in saving the lives of 300 Government 
employes and at least 10 times that 
number from a period of invalidism 
reckoning the period of immunity as 
four years. 

Health Department officials said 
there never were any bad results from 
typhoid immunizing. It has been done 
for -years, they say, and every soldier 
in Europe has been vaccinated. 


Treatment of 20 Day 
The treatment requires 20 ‘aave, and 


consists of three hypodermic injections 
in the arm, given at 10-day intervals. 
Dr. Starkloff said the only effects were 
a rédness of the skin on the arm, some 
little temperature the following day and 
a tired and achey feeling. 

“Tl have urged vaccination against 
typhoid for a year,’ Dr. Starkloff sai, 
“and started it last summer by im- 
munizing my entire family. The treat- 
ment insures one against having typhoid 
for at least two or three years and 
sometimes as long as four years. 

“Persons going on vacations, espe- 
cially those who will drink spring water 
and swim considerably, should have 
this harmiess treatment administered by 
all means.”’ 

The three immunizing doses cost the 
city 21 cents.

Krupnick’s suit came three days after 
the marriage of Cohen’s daughter, Annio 
Cohen, 26 years old, to Solomon Rosin- 
sky, 30, of 3419 Pell avenue, a cap man- 
ufacturer.

Olive street, and the ceremony was per- 
formed vy Rabbi J. Glushak of B’Nai 
Amoona Congregaiion. 

Krupnick told his attorney, Taylor R. 
Young, that he was asked by Cohen to 
find a husband for his daughter and 
that he brought about the meeting of 
Miss Cohen and Rosinsky. He said he 
presented his bill for $100. the day after 
the wedding, and that Cohen reminded 
him that he, Krupnick, owed the Cohen 
Grocer Co, $58. Krupnick said he then 
asked for the $42 balance; but that Co- 
hen told him the $58 was a debt to the 
firm, while the bill fur services as 
schatchen was a personal matter.

IN MISSOURI AND 
RANSAS STORMS 


Three Persons Lose Their Lives 
at Richmond; One Death Re- 
ported From Warrensburg. 


MUCH DAMAGE 1S. DONE 
Five Inches of Rain in Ossawato- 
mie in 24 Hours; 5.75 at 


Beloit in 24 Hours.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 18.—Thirteen 


persons were killed in Missouri and Kan- 


Sas as a result of the wind and rain 
storms that prevailed in this section of 
the Southwest last night. More than 
@ score of others were injured. 

Heavy Rainfall in Kansas, 

At Richmond, Mo., Mrs. Arthur Co. 
vey and a child were killed when their 
home was lifted from the ground and 
carried 50 feet. Their bodies were buried 
in the wreckage. Mrs. Mary Bell was 
killed by lightning. Oc Williams, a 
farmer, and his wife, lMving in Ray 
County, near Richmond, were struck by 
wreckage when their home was wept 
away and seriously injured. 

The farm home of Joseph Gregg, three 
miles south of Latour, Mo., was blown 
to pieces when the storm hit Johnson 
County, and Gregg’s aged aunt, Mrs. 
Aliman, was killed. Another aunt, Mrs. 
Gregg, who resided with Gregg, was so 
badly injured it is not thought she will 
recover. Gregg and his wife escaped 
without injury. Reports received in 
Warrensburg told of demolished barns 
and growing crops. 

Paris, Sedalia and Lamonte also re- 
ported several persons injured in the 
storm. ; 

Six Lose Lives in Kansas. 

Five members of the family of John 
Burges, a farmer near Onaga, in Potta- 
watomie County, Kansas, were killed 
and two seriously injured in a tornado 
which swept the county early today, ac- 
cording to reports received at Topeka 
offices of the Union Pacific Railroad, 
The same report asserted that houses 
were wrecked, stock was killed and 
much other property damage done. 

At Westmoreland, Kan., Charles Mor- 


ris, president of the Kansas, Southern }-. 


& Gulf Railroad, his son, Guy, and 
John. Gunther, a druggist, were 
drowned when a bridge gave way under 
the gasoline car on which Morris was 
making an inspection trip. Five other 
persons had just left the car to report 
the washing out of a bridge. 

Gene Nicholls, a farmer, living near 
Wamego, Kan., was killed by lightning. 

Beloit, Kan., reported the heaviest 
precipitation in the last 24 hours— 
5.75 inches of water falling there. 
Ossawatomie got 5 inches of rain in 
2% hours. At that point several 
hundred feet of Missouri Pacific 
tracks were washed away and citi- 
zens were warned to leave the low- 
lands. At Concordia, the rainfall was 
4.58 inches. 

From many points in the affected 
area reports said heavy winds accom- 
panied the rain. At Assaria, Kan., 
near Salina, a number of silos and 
small buildings were demolished. 
Oscar Olson, 12 years old, was seri- 
ously injured there when a team he 
was driving became frightened at the 
storm and ran away. Ernest Brandt, 
a farmer, was struck by lightning in 
the storm at Beatrice, Neb. 

Reports from Ellis county, Kan., were 
that several small tornadoes in succes- 
sion swept that section. Houses were 
demolished and great trees were up- 
rooted. Ata picnic at the home of John 
Atwood, a farmer, the guests were lifted 
from their feet and blown several hun- 
dred feet. None, however, sustained 
serious injury. 

At St. Joseph, Mo., much damage was 
done by flooding of cettars, following 
« two-inch precipitation. The lowlands 
near the city were inundated and resi- 
dents were unable to remove their prop- 
erty in safety. 


FLOODS TO FOLLOW 
RAINS IN3 STATES 


Warnings Issued That Mississippi 
and Missouri Rivers Will Over- 
flow Banks Again. 


New flood ‘warnings for the Missis- 
sippi and Missouri rivers were issued 
this morning by the Weather Bureaus 
at St. Louis and Kansas City, follow- 
ing heavy rains in Missouri, Kansas, 
Iowa, Northern Oklahoma and Eastern 
Nebraska. 

The rainstorm at some places was the 
heaviest in years, and was generally 
accompanied by strong winds, which, 
in some places, caused loss of life and 
property damage. 

The rain started yesterday afternoon 
in Kansas, Northern Oklahoma and 
Eastern Nebraska. It reached West- 
ern Missouri early in the evening and 
St. Louis about 1:38 this morning. At 7 
a. mm. it was over Davenport, Io., on its 
way to the Great Lakes. 

In St. Louls rain had been threaten- 
ing all last evening. Otcasionally there 
was a sprinkle, but at 1:3 the rain, ac- 
companied by a %-mile wind, began 
fallingiin torrents similar to the storm 
last Sunday morning, when considerable 
property damage resulted. The rainfall 
during the morning was .92 of an inch.

LONDON, June 18—The Daily News 
prints the full text of the article by 
Eugene Zimmerman, director of the Ber- 
lin Lokal Anzeiger, on conciliation with 
America, which has stirred up a tem- 
pest in Berlin pyblic opinion. The full 
article. takeg a much more pronounced 


stand on German-American relations 
than the dispatches passed by the Ger- 
man censors indicated. For instance, 
Zimmerman frankly admits the proprie- 
ty of America’s stand on the ammuni- 
tion question. 

Beginning by praising the good will 
of President Wilson and ridiculing the 
idea that he is aiming at war with 
Germany, the article reads: 

“We decline to accept this view. We 
are of the opinion that President Wil- 
son is of the best will and full of com- 
mon sense. Therein lie the good 
chances of his action. 

Urges Display of Good Will. 

“President Willson desires nothing 
more and nothing less than an under- 
standing between Germany and En- 
gland concerning the forms of maritime 
warfare which at the same time will in- 
sure the safety of American passengers. 
The task is not light, considering the 
development of naval war, but it can 
be solved if all interests display good 
will.” 

A new form might be given to naval 
warfare, Zimmerman continues, on the 
basia that passengers on ships with 
special marks of identification and sail- 
ing under the Government guarantee 
that they are unarmed should receive 
proper consideration at the hands of 
submarine commanders. The compro- 
mise must also involve the withdrawal 
of the British Admiralty’s instructions 
to merchantmen to attack and ram sub- 
marines on sight. 

Ammunition Repreoach Unjust. 

“We do not want to anticipate the 
reply to the American note,” Zim- 
merman writes, “but so much may be 
said; that the repreach . leveled 
against America fer supplying war 
material to our enemies is unjust. 
Germany herself, at The Hague con-~- 
ference, caused the rejection of the 
proposal to prohibit the supply. of 
war material to belligerents by net- 
tral countries, 

“Only the prohibition of the supply 
of war material by the Governments of 
neutral states, exists, while private in- 
dustry is free to act as it likes. So far 
America as a State has supplied no war 
material."’ 

Taking up the “starvation” argument, 
Zimmerman says: “I cannot share in the 
political sentimentality which represents 
England's attempt to starve us into 
submission as an ‘xceedingly mean 
thing. I cannot share it, because it 
would have been a pleasure to me if I 
could apply with success the same war 
tactics against England. 

Germany's Own Starvatien Tactics. 

“We must not forget it is not really 
& question of actually starving to death 
tens of millions of men and women. 
but only constraining them to lay down 
thelr arms. We know that in 1870-71 
Bismarck was in favor of the bombard- 
ment of Paris; that is, of beating down 
the walls, while a tender-hearted party 
in Prussia found the starving-out meth. 

Really, we have 
hed it all before."

mans have been sacked, milions of dol- 
lars’ ‘worth. of property has been wan- 
tonly destroved. many German an.) 


Austrian residents have been brutally 
mistreated and others are in hiding in 
fear of thelr lives. 

And this despite the fact that Milan is 
the headquarters of an army corps, and 
that, had the Government so desired, the 
rioting could have been suppressed by 
the military in an hour. . That is the 
significant thing about it, the author- 
ities either did not want to suppress 
these outrages or did not dare to. 

I saw the contents of a great Aus- 
trian shop in the Galleria Vittorio 
Fmanuelo transformed into. kindlirg 
wood while Italian officers in the crow] 
applauded wildly. 

I saw three squadrons of cavalirv 
rocking in their saddles with laughter 
while the mob looted the offices of a 
German concern in the Piazza del Duo- 
mo. In the Viale Venezia I saw Italian 
soldiers in uniform actively engaged ‘n 
the work of looting and destruction. 
And I saw territorial troops refuse poinr 
blank to obey when an officer of the 
hersagiieri ordered them to push back 
a crowd. 


GQutsiders Are Amazed. 

Every Englishman and Frenchman 
with whom I talked exclaimed bit- 
terly: “Are these the people whom 
we have welcomed as allies?’ 

Thouch the streets were filled with 
cavalry, infantry, police and cara- 
binier{, I did not see a single attempt 
made to restrain or even remonstrate 
with th» rioters. The astounding 
apathy displayed by the authorities 
justifies the conclusion either that 
the mob worked with the consent, if 
not with the connivance of the Gov- 
ernment, or that the Government did 
not dare to interfere with the mob. 

The t!atter conclusion is probably 
the true one. It is in fact no secret 
that the Government is in constant 
fear of revolution, and that had it 
not entared upon: a foreign war it 
would have been confronted by war 
at home 

Were it not for the energy and 
initiative displayed by American 
Consul Grout and Vice-Consul Robb, 
American interests in Milan would 
have suffered heavily.

Lieut. Warneford Won 


Decorations Only Ten! 
Days Before—Henry Beach Needham, 
His Passenger, Widely Known. 


PARIS, June 18.—Ten days after win- 
ning the Victorian Cross of England 
and the Cross of the Legion of Honor 
of France for the destruction of a Ger- 
man Zeppelin over Belgium in a spec: 
tacular battle, Lieut. Reginald A. J. 
Warneford, a Canadian aviator. 23 years 
old, plunged 500 feet to his death yes- 
terday in his aeroplane. Henry Beach 
Needham, an American writer and a 
passenger, was killed with him. 

The exact cause of the accident has 
not yet been established. Persons who 
slept in the aerodrome expressed the 
opinion that Warneford was trying to 
loop the loop and that the aircraft, a 
heavy military biplane, got out of his 
control and he was unable to right it 
again when upside down. 

According to one report received here, 
the accident resulted from an explosion 
in midair which caused Lieut. Warne- 
ford to lose control, the machine crash- 
ing to earth. 

Had Not Been Decorated. 

The Lieutenant had been spending 4a 
few days in Paris, where he came after 
his Zeppelin exploit to receive the deco- 
ration of the Legion of Honor. 

Only Wednesday night he was the 
guest at dinner of friends who desired 
to honor him. It was given in a res- 
taurant in Paris and até the end a Count, 
who was one of the customers in the | 
restaurant, approached Lieut. Warne-. 
ford’s table and in French congratulated 
the aviator. 

Warneford replied in English, which a- 
companion interpreted to the Count. Be 
fore the interpretation had been finished 
Lieut. Warneford rose and shouted 
“Long live France!" and ‘‘Long live the 
allies!’’ which was greeted with cheer- 
ing. 

Lieut. 


Warneford made his first flight 


at Hendon, England, less than five 
months ago and had been with the fly- 
ing squadron only a few weeks. 

He suddefily acquired world-wide re- 
nown by destroying a Zeppelin over 
Belgium on June 7, this being the first 
time on record that a Zeppelin had been 
wrecked by an’ aviator in an aeroplane. 
By a brilliant flight, Lieut. Warneford 
obtained a position above the Zeppelin 
and dropped bombs on it. The dirigible 
crashed to the ground and burned up. 
The 28 men in the crew were killed. 

The death of Lieut. Warneford caused 
much regret among the French people, 
his éxploit having made him as popular 
here as in England. “Since his arrival 
in Paris he had been the object of at- 
tentions on the part of military men 
and the public generally. 

Needham Sought Facts for Story. 

Needham'’s body was taken to the 
Engilsh hospital in Trianon Palaca 
Versailles.. He had been in Europe 
ebout four months acting as corre- 
spondent of magazines and a New York 
newspaper. He had received permission 
from the military authorities to make a 
flight in order to get material for a 
story. 

Needham, who was 4 years old, be- 
came assistant managing editor of Mc- 
Clure’s Magazine in 1910 and later be- 
came a staff writer of the World's 
Work. Since 1904 he had been a general 
magazine writer. 

He was appointed by President Roose- 
velt as a special commissioner to investi- 
gate labor and housing conditions in the 
Panama Canal zone in 1908. He accom- 
panied Roosevelt on his foreign tour in 
1910 for Collier’s Weekly. 

His wife, who also is a writer, ac- 
companied him during the early part of 
his trip abroad. Mrs. Needham sailed 
for America six weeks ¢g0.

Wild Suspicion of Spies. 


The blinds of railway carriages must 
be drawn, and no one is permitted to 
look out. Because I raised a curtain 
of my compartment to get a breath of 
fresh air a gendarme threatened me 
with arrest. Every one conversing in 
any language but Italian is assumed to 
be a spy until he can prove he ig not. 
Italy is as proud of her army as a boy 
of a new rifle, and as anxious to try 
it. She made many sacrifices to get it 
and it must not be left unused. It is 
this feeling, indeed, which was one of 
the chief factors in bringing on war. 
The common people fail utterly to re- 
alize the blood and misery which lies 
before them. There is none of the 
soberness which is stamped on évery 
face in France. 


From the Atanapoint of equipment the 
army is a delight to the eye. The uni- 
form is the field gray of the German 
army, and this gray has even been car- 
ried out in the leather equipment of the 
officers, who, however, strike me as 
having sacrificed efficiency to smart- 
ness.

Carranza Dispatch Says Troops 
Expected to Win Capital 
“Within a Few Hours.”’ 


RELIEF FOR AMERICANS 


Three U. S. Ships With 1100 
Marines Go to Protect Settlers 
Menaced by Yaquis. 


GALVESTON, Tex., June 18.—Gen. 
Pablo Gonzales of the Carranza forces 
yesterday expected to occupy the City 
of Mexico in a few hours, following the 
capture of Texcoco, 15 miles from the 
capital, according to dispatches received 
today by the Constitutionalist consulate 
here from Vera. The messages added 
that Gen. Obregon’s forces had moved 
forward from Lagos and were begin- 
ning the investment of Aguascalientes. 

Texcoco, it was said, was taken after 
a sharp engagement with Zapata forces. 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., June 18.—The pro- 
tected cruiser Raleigh sailed today in 
the wake of the protected cruiser Chat- 
tanooga and the flagship Colorado, 
which bears Admiral Thomas B. How- 
ard, bound for Tobari Bay, near Guay- 
mas, with orders to land marines, if 
necessary, to protect the lives of Amer- 
ican citizens from Yaqui Indians. 

The Colorado carried three companies 
of the Fourth Regiment, U. S. Marine 
Corps, under Maj. W. N. McKelvy. 

Have Landing Force of 1100, 

The three-cruisers have available for 
landing purposes 1100 officers and men 
besides the marines. 

Ninety miles southeast of miainseieall 
's Esperenza, where an American col- 
ony which has successfully resisted at- 
tacks of Yaquis is reported to be again 
in danger. The Indians, who have de- 
clared their independence, seek to oust 
settiers from land which is said to have 
teen taken from the Yaquis under the 
administration of Porifirio Diaz. They 
are reported to have withdrawn to the 
mountains, 

Reports of Yaqui activities received 
from Guaymas, Sonora, stated that ap- 
proximately 3000 armed raiders had 
formed themselves into bands and were 
carrying their depredations inland fromm 
the mountains where they have been 


making their rendezvous. 


Part of the Yaquis, according to th¢ 
report, have left. the Yaqui valley with 


their loot. This action was followed by} 


the retirement of the greater part of 
Gov. Maytorena’s troops despite the 
protests of many settlers. 

Two Killed in Attack. 

Asa result of an attack by Yaqui In- 
dians upon a work train of the Southern 
Paéific Railway near Mapoli, Sonora, 
Saturday night two men wererkilled 
and 11 were wounded, instead of one 
killed and three wounded, as previously 


Two Americns were among the wound. 
ed. W. HB. Bach, water superintendent 
of the railroad, was shot through the 
back. His condition was said to be 
grave. Five of the wounded were Mex- 
ican soldiers. 


Mexican President Hostile in Reply to 
U. 8 Statement. 

WASHINGTON, June 18.—Francis La- 
gos Chazaro, the latest president of 
the Villa-Zapata coalition government 
in Mexico City, today replied to Presi- 
dént Wlison’s Mexican statement ly 
c ging the consistency of the Presi- 
dent’s declarati with his much-dis- 
cussed Indianapolis speech. 

President Wilson's statement served 

notice on the factional leaders that if 
they could not accommodate their dif- 
ferences, the United States would be 
constrained, as Mexico’s next friend, to 
help Mexico save herself and serve her 
people. 
, Chazaro says the convention Govern- 
ment cannot reconcile that with the 
President's declaration in Indianapolis 
that he had no disposition to interfere 
in Mexican affairs. 

“But,”’ says Chazaro’s reply, received 
today at the State Department, “we 
continue to conjecture that the general 
idea of President Wilson’s proclamation 
is to help us in a friendly way.” 

If the President's declaration is to be 
construed as a threat, Chazaro adds, 
the convention government ¢‘will main- 
tain the dignity of Mexican people.”’ It 
blames the Carranza forces for Mexico's 
plight. Chazaro’s reply makes no refer- 
ence to recognition by the United States. 
Ite text will be made public later. 

Chazaro’s hostile reception of the 
President's statement, coming close on 
Gen. Villa's reply, which decidedly re- 
flected a receptive mood, stirred up a 
good deal of attention. Chazaro is sup- 
posed to be a Villa man. 


Villa Orders Uprising of Yaqui In- 
diana Suppressed, 

EL PASO, Tex., June 18.—Gen. Villa 

sent urgent inetructions to Gov. Mayto- 


‘rena today to get Mexican troops into 


the Yaqul valley, suppress the disorder 
and give the American forces no ex- 
cuse for landing. Gov. Maytorena an- 
nounced immediately afterward that 


troops had been ordered from Guaymas.. 


Villa wired from Dolores Hidalgo, 
where his forces from the Tampico dis- 
trict, about 7000, are encamped. Dolores 
Hidalgo is south of San Luis Potosi and 
east of the main line railroad along 
which Villa has been fighting the Car- 
ranza forces recently.

ALDERMEN REFUSE 
TO INCREASE PAY 


——aoo ‘ « 


Director of Athletics to Get 
$1800 a Year, Same as 
Recreation Supervisor. 


The Ways and Means Committee of 
the Board of Aidermen voted unani- 
mously yesterday afternoon to refuse to 
recommend an increase in pay, from 
$1800 to $2400 a year, to Miss Charlotte 
Rumbold, Supervisor of Public Recre- 
ations. At the same time the committee 
voted to increase the pay of Rodowe 
Abeken, Director of Athletics, from $1590 
to $1800 a year. 

Luke E. Hart, chairman of the com- 
mittee, this morning declared to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that reports published 
in the morning papers that the increase 
had been refused to Miss Rumbold on 
the grounds that she is not a voter and 
that she refuses to appoint Republicans 
to jobs in her department, are untrue 
and absurd. 

‘““‘We refused the raise,’’ he said, “‘be- 
cause we believe the present salary, 
about $150 a month, is all that the job 
is worth. We thought that Mr. Abe- 
ken’s services are of fully as much 
value to the city as Miss Rumbold’s 
ond that he does fully as much work. 
For this reason we favored making his 
pay the same as hers.’’ 


“Made Thorough: Inquiry.” 
Hart said that the Committee had 


gone into the matter fully, as conosider- 
eble pressure had been brought to bear 
upon the members in behalf of Miss 
Rumbold. She has general supervision 
of the recreations at the public play- 
grounds, organizes mothers’ societies to 
co-operate with her department and 
looks after the open-air public dances. 
Abeken, in connection with his athletic 
work, organizes and supervises base- 
ball and football leagues and things of 
that sort. 

All five members of the committee 
agreed, according to Hart, that $150 
a month is adequate and fair com- 
pensation for the work done by Miss 
Rumbold. He admitted that members 
of the committee had been informed 
that she would resign if the increase 
ig not granted. The committee woud 
regret such action on her part, he 
said, but felt that if she is unwilling 
to work for what they belicve the 
job is worth somebody else equally 
capable could be found who would 
undertake it at that figure. 

Hart said that, in the beginning, he 
was the only one of the committee. 
men in favor of the increase and that 
he was for it only because it. had 
been recommended by Mayor Kiel and 
Director of Public Welfare Tolkacz. 
After studying the matter he changed 
his mind. 

Was Promised Increase. 

The Mayor and Director Tolkacz 
promised Miss Rumbold some months 
ago that they would recommend an in- 
crease of pay for her, following an an- 
nouncement that she had received an 
offer of $4000 a year to take a similar 
position in New York City. Inquiry in 
New York revealed that the job is un- 
der civil service and could be obtained 
only in competitive examinations. Miss 
Rumbold’s friends, however, believed 
that her qualifications would have vir- 
tually assured her winning in the com- 
petition. 

Park Commissioner Cunliff, however.

declared today Miss Rumbold wag in- 
dispensable—that if she quit. nobody in 
St. Louis could be found who could take 
her place.

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OVER-CONFIDENCE, NOT 


DRINK, IS THE PRINCIPAL 
FAULT OF BRITISH LABOR 


Post-Dispatch Man Finds Small Output of Mu- 
nitions Is Chiefly Due to Failure of Work- 
men to Realize Importance of War. 


To learn at first hand how England is standing the war pressure, the

The cost of living, the labor question and other vital matters were

JUSTICE. 


No more scathing arraignment of labor was ever made than is the 
official White Paper issued by the British Government, charging that the 
production of munitions of war and other much needed supplies were 
unnecessarily retarded because of the drunkenness of English working- 


men.

The public house is his club and affords him an opportunity 
He has always resisted any attempt to curtail 


the functions of the “pub” as an invasion of his personal liberty. Manu- 
facturers, too, are opposed to closing the public houses in certain districts, 
fearing that their workmen will leave and thus add to the scarcity of 


labor which now prevails. 


Many suggestions have been made to remedy the drinking evil among 
the workingmen. One was to close the public houses in the areas devoted 


to the manuufacture of munitions and other supplies. 


The workingmen 


resented this proposition, and as a substitute it was proposed to license 
only such public houses as furnished food, in addition to drink. 

Another plan, and this latter meets with, the approval not only of the 
better class of workingman, but of his employer as well, is to establish 
canteens inside the factories and plants where, in addition to liquor, tea, 
coffee and other light refreshments may be had. The canteen plan meets 
with the favor of the employer, because the liquor ‘vill be sold under 
supervision and the workman will not lose time in going to the public 
houses and will be constarrtly “‘on the job” from the time he enters the 
factory in the morning, until he finishes his day’s work. 


It is a remarkable fact and indicates 
how zealously the British workingman 
guards his personal liberty, that no 
Cabinet has ever made or attempted to 
make radical reforms in the drink prob- 
lem and survived. 


The Coalition Cabinet is directly at-{ 


tributable to the agitation of the 
scarcity of ammunition and the drink 
problem. When the then Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Lioyd-George, failed to 
put through his drink tax reforms, his 
Cabinet was so weakened by the defeat 
that when the ammunition scandal came 
up it was not strong enough to stand. 

It was Lloyd-George, then Chancellor 
of the Exchequer and now the head of 
the new Ministry of Munitions in the 
Coalition Cabinet, who made the charge 
of drunkenness against the British 
workingman, and upon him will devolve 
the problem of organizing the indus- 
tries of the country ror the more expe- 
dittous furnishing of supplies to the 
army and navy. The question of labor 
will be one of his greatest problems, 
and while no animosity is felt for him as 
the head of the new department, labor 
generally does not welcome the charges 
he made earlier in the year. The labor 
leaders have not hesitated to denounce 
as false the charges made, and have 
gone to considerable trouble to disprove 
many of them. 


One of the first acts of the new Cabl- 
net was to appoint a Central Board of 
Control to deal with the liquor problem 
in the munitions, transport and camp 
areas. On this new body, which is re- 
garded as representative, are two labor 
leaders, both members of Parliament‘, 
John Hodge and Philip Snowden, be- 
sides representatives of the army and 
navy, medical profession, employers, 
Justices of the Peace and hotel inter- 
ests. One of the members of the boar] 
is Maj. Waldorf Astor, a son of wil- 
liam Waldorf Astor. | 


The labor interests have up to the 
present the better of the drink-labor 
controversy. By the appointment of 
a Minister of Munitions they declare 
the Government has recognized its own 
slackness in not having organized the 
industries of the country before and 
now emphasized by the announcement 
from the War.

Munitions Greatly Needed, 

There is a general feeling among the 
workingmen, and particularly among 
those belonging to the trades unions, 
that the Government is trying to make 
them the scapegoat to cover its own 
negligence. There is no denying that 
munitions of war are greatly needed, 
particularly high explosive shells. In 
an effort to stimulate production the 
King and Lord Kitchener, as well as 
Jther high officials of the Government 
have visited all the munitions areas, 
meeting and talking with the 
men and exhorting them to de every- 
thing possibie. 


At the present time there are about 
“300 firms engaged on direct and sub- 
contracts for the furnishing of munil- 
tions and other supplies. This number 
can be doubled or trebled within the 
rext three months by proper organiza- 
tion. 

As indicating the enormous consump- 
tion of ammunition, it may be stated 
that durinx the two weeks’ fighting 
around Neuve Chapelle more ammuni- 
tion was used than in the entire two

Since the outbreak of the world war 
the workmen have been making in- 
creased wages because of overtime and 
war bonuses, and consequently feel 
that they are at liberty to spend more

Lloyd-George is one of the most 
magnetic men in all England, and he is 
now conducting a series of meetings 
which he addresses, imploring the work- 
men .to ‘‘speed up” and turn out mu- 
nitions of war. It may be said that nd 
person has ever ‘talked with Lioyd-

becoming a firm admirer of his purposes 
and aims. 


He has beens promised the full sup- 
port of the Labor party in any under- 
taking, and with the unusual strength 
of trade unionism in England this means 
a great deal. He has followed the ad- 
vice of such labor leaders as Arthur 
Henderson, G. N. Barnes and others to 
take the workingmen into his confidence 
and tell them — what is expected 
of them. 


Workmen Prefer the Front. 

Lord Kitchener realizes the importance 
of returning the skilled mechanicas from 
the front to the factories and work- 
shops, and a canvass is now being made 
among the troops at the front to ascer- 
tain the number of mechanics who will 
return. Some of the men who have been 
approached have declined to return, pre- 
ferring the life of a soldier, but it is ex- 
pected a majority will comply with the 
wishes of the War Office. Lord Kitch- 
ener has told these men that they will 
continue as soldiers and will be serving 
their companies even better at the 
work bench than in the trench.

Drink is cheap in England, and with 
the pernicious treating system in vogue 
the workmen consume great quantitics 
of bad liquor. The effects of the liquor 
would not be so terrible, the distillers 
say, were it not for the raw state in 
which it is when drunk. 


Got Wages in Public House. 

A shell caster in Birmingham was 
charged with drunkenness and said that 
the cause of his trouble was that he 
was paid his wages in a public house. 
When questioned as to whether or not 
the Government paid wages in public 
houses, the man replied that the shell 
caster for whom he worked did so. and 
in discharging the man the Magistrate 
declared it was an unheard-of proceed- 
ing for the Government to ask men to 
keep away from drink and then permit 
its contractors to pay off the men in a 
public house. 

In fairness it must be said that a 
majority of the Clyde workers are s0- 
ber, industrious, patriotic men, who are 
ushamed of the actions of the minori:y 
who. drink. 


The increased wages are an incentive 
to the men who drirk. They make more 
money than ever before and apparent‘y 
have no thought of saving it. 

Even with the conditions as they are 
on the Clyde, the workmen have made 
records of which they are justly proud. 

In naval ships alone the Clyde has 
more than trebled its output, compared 
with times of peace, and this, too, in 
the face of the fact that many of the 
most skilled workmen have enlisted and 
are now at the front. 

The merchant tonnage launched on 
the Clyde for the first three months cf 
1915 was 106,708 tons, as compared with 
9,985 tons for a corresponding period 
in 1914. The merchant tonnage put in 
the water in Mgrch alone was 43,101, as 
contrasted with 24,631 tons in March, 
1914. 


These figures would indicate that labor 
was expended on merchant tonnage 
which might profitably have been put 
on naval work. If all that labor is ex- 
pressed in merchant tonnage had been 
expended in making munitions of war 
there would have. been a surplus in- 
stead of a shortage. 


That the Government recognized this 
is shown by the tonnage of the Clyde 
for April, 1915, when only 7480 tons were 
launched. This change means an enor- 
mous naval output in the future. 

The toilers of the Clyde have got been 
idie in other spheree. Innumerab‘e 
quantities of torpedoes, shells, shrap- 
nel, bayonets, mines, shields and other 
supplies necessary to the prosecution of 
a modern war have been turned out 
for the allies. For France 3,000,0% 
horseshoes are being made and to the 
same country have been sent uniforms,

boots, bayonets and underwear in grest| 
quantities. 

During the last elght months thou- 
sands of men have worked seven days 
a week, with overtime in addition. 
Hundreds of men have remained at 
their lathes for two days at a time in 
order to see the completion of a job 
within specified time. 

Men on the superannuated list have 
come oyt of their retirement to help. 
In one of the brass-finishing unions 
at Glasgow every member, guperannu- 
ated or otherwise, was at work on Gov- 
ernment contracts. Cne coppersmith 
averaged only six hours daily for rest 
and sleep, continuing work until a 
doctor ordered him to rest. 

Plants Work Double Shifts. 

On the Tyneside, Newcastle and 
Northumberiand and Durham, work is 
better than in any other place in En- 
gland. The labor is largely engaged in 
furnishing munitions of war. The men 
are siaves to their lathes and put in/ 
seven days a week with much overtime. 
All the plants are working double 
shifts and men are doing all they can 
o hasten and hurry production. Their 
mesters just now are the workbench, 
the lathe, the shipyard and the repair 
docks. 

How well labor is “buckling to’”’ its 
work on the banks of the Tyne is 
‘thown by the monthly reports of the 
trade unions. The last report of the 
Amalgamated Society of Engineers 
shows that out of a membership in 
excess of 10,000 there are only four men 
unemployed. The Boilermakers’ So- 
clety reports only 27 men out of work 
and the Shipwrights’ Association says 
its unemployed books have been closed 
‘or a considerable time This demon- 
strated absolutely that the workmen 
are doing their ‘‘bit.”’ 

John Hodge, member of Parliar-ent 
and secretary of the Steelsmelters’ As- 
sociation and a member of the newly 
appointed Central Board of Control, ap- 
ruinted to deal with the lhquoer qucs- 
tion in munitions, shipyard and trans- 
port areas, said: 

“Last week we had a conference with 
the employers at Newcastle. Three or 
four firms complained of the difficulty 
of finding men to fill the places of a 
certain number of men whose bad time 
keeping was due to drink. The chair- 
man of the Employers’ Committee 
stated that the men who gave the 
trouble were the same men who had 
always given trouble, not only to their 
employers but to the trade union itself. 

“From the conversation that followed 
it appeared that production had not 
been hampered, but that great incon- 
venience had been caused by the diffi- 
culty of getting men on short notice to 
fill the places of the offenders. 

“A gratifying feature was that the 
Scottish steelmakers stated that they 
had no cémplaints to offer, and it must 
be taken into consideration that the 
steelmakers of England and Scotlan:! 
work a 12-hour shift, six days a week. 
They do that in neimal times, and in 
Imany instances where it has been 
necessary to expedite the output théy 
have worked 12 hours a day for seven 
days a week. 

“Speaking, therefore, from the view- 
point of my own trade, I cannot see the 
necessity for a further reduction in the 
open-hour hours of the public houses 
in the munitions areas.’’ 

Defends Sailoring Man. 

W. A. Appleton, secretary of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Trade Unions, said 
that overtime was largely responsible 
for the charge of shirking, and that 
overtime could not be made to pay.

Cologne Gazette has published a dis- 
patch from Berlin concerning the out- 
come of the recent general elections in 
Greece in which doubt is expressed as 
to whether former Premier Venizelos 
would be unconditionally in favor of 
armed intervention on the side of the 
allies, even in case King Constantine 
should again intrust him with the con- 
duct of affairs.

IN SALOON CASES 


Election Board Employes Give 
’ Testimony Regarding Falsify- 
ing of Public Records. 


The grand jury heard testimony yes- 
terday afternoon as to forgery and 
falsifying of public records in connec- 
tion with the saloon licenses of Louis 
Gazzolo and E. J, Miller, issued by Ex- 
cise Commissioner Rumsey; and as to 
Alleged disregard of the state saloon 
laws in the issuance of the Miller li- 
cense and-that of W. D. Herod, also is- 
sued by Rumsey. 

Gazzolo, whose’ saloon was at 6100 
Delmar boulevard, gave up his license 
after it had been proven that the Elec- 
tion Board’s records were altered, by 
means of forgery, to make some of the 
signers of his petition appear quali- 
fied. Miller, at 1638 South Jefferson 
avenue, and Herod, at McRee avenue 
and Thirty-ninth street, still retain their 
licenses. 

The petitions for all three licenses 
were worked up by E. J. Hardy, pro- 
fessional saloon petition circulator, who 
has said at different times that he was 
employed by the breweries, and that 
he was engaged by individual appli- 
cants for licenses. Hardy has not thus 
far been summoned to appear before 
the grand jury, and there is some doubt 
whether he will be called. 

Blection Officials Testify. 

Employes of the Election Board, who 
furnished the records which were falsi- 
fled before reaching the excise office, 
in the Gazzolo case, were heard yester- 
day. The lawyers for remonstrayts 
against the three petitions, Frank 
Coleman in the Gazzolo case, Irwin 
Sale in the Miller case and Wayne E. 
Wheeling in the Herod case, were also 
questioned, to give the grand jury a ba- 
sis for its further inquiry. 

Next week, probably beginning Mor- 
day, the grand jury will inquire ints 
the falsifying of the Assessor’s records 
in the Miller case. A forged tax return 
was filed in the name of David H. Kauf- 
man, one of the signers of Miller’s pe- 
tition, apparently for the purpose of 
making him appear to be qualified. 

The purported signature of Arthur 
Geserich, on Miller’s petition, was de- 
clared by Geserich to be a forgery, but 
it was allowed to remain because Gese- 
rich said he was favorable to the li- 
cense and would have signed the peti- 
tion if it had been presented to him. 

In connection with the Miller case, the 
grand jury will also inquire into Ex- 
cise Commissioner Rumsey’s refusal, at 
the hearing on the license, to permit 
questions as to the Griesedieck brew- 
ery’s interest in the saloon. The State 
law prohibits the issuance of a saloon 
license to a brewery or distillery or its 
employes or representatives. 

: Enforcement of Law a Point. 

' The grand jury will also seek to learn 
whether, in the Herod. COR, 
law waz properly enforced. THis is a 
law which says that the signatures of 
petitioners shall not count, if title has 
been vested in them merely to qualify 
them as signers. This was done, the 
remonstrants alleged, in the Herod case, 
a single piece of property being divided 
into small parts, with the transfer of 
ownership for a nominal consideration. 

Rumsey ruled that it'’must be proven 
that the transfers were made for the 
purpose charged. Such proof, the re- 
monstrants say, can never be more 
plainly furnished than it was in the 
Herod case, and they charge that Rum- 
sey’s action virtually nullifiies the law.

At a public hear- 
ing two weeks ago, electrical interests 
and labor unions favored it and repre- 
sentatives of fire insurance companies 
opposed it. It was declared that the 
private bureau would continue to make 
inspections and charge fees, if the city 
were to establish municipal inspection. 

The bill in its original form provides 
for the creation of a chief electrical in- 
spector at $2500 a year, and not more 
than 18 deputies at $100 a month, to 


te conforms to the “National Electric 


spector may promulgate.” 3 
Licenses Are Required, 

It requires everyone who attempts to 
install or alter electrical wiring, to ob. 
tain a license at a cost of $10 per year. 
It provides that before any wiring is 
installed or altered a permit shall be

Former Secretary Issues Third 
and Last of ‘“‘Causeless War”’ 
Series of Statements.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—Former 


Secretary of State William Jennings 
Bryan in the third and 
section of his statement 
Causeless War,” issued today, sug- 
gests mediation as “the way out.” 
As a preventive of war, Bryan pro- 
poses universal extension of his in- 
vestigation commission peace treaty 
plan.

ternational agreement, through 
which the belligerent nations can be 
brought into conference; times for in- 
vestigation of all disputes is the 
means by which future wars can be 
averted and the cultivation of inter- 
national friendship is the means by 
which the desire for war can be 
rooted out.” 

In elaborating his plan for restoration 
of peace, Bryarm urges: 

That neutral nations cryst@llize senti- 
ment in*favor of peace into a coercive 
force and offer mediation jointly or 
severally; that the warring nations join 
in a treaty to provide for investigation 
“by a permanent international commis- 
sion of every dispute that may arise. 
no matter what its character or na- 
ture,”’ and that a world-wide educationh- 
al movement to cultivate a spirit of 
brotherhood among the nations be un- 
dertaken as the final task of advocates 
of peace. 

Extermination of Nations a Crime. 

“Great netions cannot be extermi- 
nated,’ Bryan says. ‘‘Predictions made 
at the beginning of the war have not 
been fulfilled. The British did not de- 
stroy the German fleet in a month: 
Germany did not také Paris in two 
months, and the Russian army did not 
eat Christmas dinner in Rerlin. But 
even if extermination were possible, it 
would be a crimé against civilization 
which no nation or group of nations 
could afford to commit." 

Bryan continues: 

“When Can peace be restored? Any 
time now, if the participants are really 
weary of this war and ready for it to 
end. If any nation is not ready, let its 
ruler state in clear, distinct and definite 
terms the conditions upon which it is 
willing: to agree to peace: then if an 


sie , agreement is not reached, blame for 


continuance of the war will be upon 
‘those who make unusual demands.” 

In proposing mediation, the former 
Secretary points out that The Hague 
Convention expressly declares an offer 
of mediation shal! not be considered an 
unfriendly act, and adds: 

“The duty of offering mediation may 
seem to rest primarily upon the United 
States, the largest of the neutral na- 
tions and the one most intimately 
bound by ties of blood to all the bellig 

‘ erents. 
Frequent Offers of Mediation. 

“The United States did make an of- 
fer immediately after the war begun, 
but why not d@ain and again until 
our offer or some other offer is ac- 
eepted?

élme, its Washington correspondent

The story, as cabled back to this 
country, constituted a grave reflec- 
tion upon the American press and the 
Washington corps of correspondents. 
Dr. Barthelme sent a request that 
judgment be suspénded until the Ga- 
zette, with the full context of the 
story, was received for correct trans- 
lation.

New ¥ constitutional convention has set- 
tled down to the work of deciding on the features 
and text of the new State instrument, after hear- 
ings and arguments in which the budget system 
of making appropriations has been especially 
urged. 

The budget system, as it is understood in the 
discussions of the last few years in this country, 
would sadly circumscribe the power of the Legis- 
lature over the purse strings. It contemplates that 
all grants of public money must, before submis- 
sion to the legislative body, have the sanction of 
the executive and of the heads of departments, 
who, if the short ballot is adopted, will be ap- 
pointees of the executive. 

After approval of the budget as a whole and 
in its details has been given by this body, ft is 
sent to the Legislature, which is given the power 
to decrease or reject the amount of any appro- 
priation, but not to incorporate new items or in- 
crease the amount of any item. The new St. 
Louis charter provides for practically this plan 
of appropriating, a feature destined to be appre- 
clated more and more by the city as time goes on. 

Nothing is farther from a scientific basis than 
the way the people’s money is spent, both at 
Washington and at the state capitals. In Con- 
gress half a dozen or more committees have juris- 
diction over money grants, and the same thing is 
true of many Legislatures. 

Appropriation bills are passed singly, with small 
consideration of their relative importance and al- 
most no reference to available revenue. Responsi- 
bility for extravagances is too widely distributed 
to be penalized. 

The first states that adopted the initiative, 
referendum and recall started a most interesting 
constitutional movement. Ons as interesting and 
perhaps of greater practical benefit would be 
started by the adoption of the budget principle in 
New York. It would answer one of the most 
importunate demands of this time. 

The cost of municipal government in this coun- 
try has almost doubled in 10 years, The cost of 
other forms of government is increasing even 
faster than cost of living. Economy campaigns 
are failures. Platform pledges of retrenchment 
have small potency as against the ‘power of a 
vicious and long-established system. 

When graft and pork-barrel items‘are included, 
the budget system will let us know who did it. 
Therefore, graft and pork-barrel items will dimin- 
ish. When the responsibility for high taxes can 
be fixed on some one man or small group of 
men, high taxes will go down. Every State Legis- 
lature needs the machinery of the budget sys- 
tem. Congress needs it most of all. 

The Constitutions adopted or amended during 
the last 10 years reflected the people’s desire 
for greater participation in their own govern- 
ment. The Constitutions adopted or amended 
during the nezt 10 yeans will reflect the peo- 


ple’s desire for better government at less . ex- 
orbitant cost.

WATERLOO’S ARCHEOLOGICAL INTEREST. 
The voluminous body of literature relating to 
Waterloo will have prodigious additions this 


much nearer perspective, no one can pretend that 
its hundredth anniversary has interest of any 
such quality as would have attached to it had its 
centenary fallen in time of peace. 

The methods of war have made more progress 
since Waterloo than they made during the prior 
3000 years. To fighters in the recent greater bat- 
tles, the numbers engaged in it would seem in- 
significant. The weapons with which it was won 
and lost would seem to them almost as grotesque 
as the flint-headed arrows and clubs of the cave 
man; perhaps they would be just about as effective 
as the cave man’s war we against the weapons 
of today. 

Waterloo, only 100 years after it was fought, al- 
ready belongs to archeology. It has been handy 
to name small towns in America after, but as a 
battle it is no longer to be considered so classy. 

Our great battles of the last year appear to 
have lacked decisiveness. But, then, was Water- 
loo so decisive, except so far as the several thou- 
sands of men in its cemeteries are concerned? 
Some of the very issues it was supposed to have 
decided are being fought over today.

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HONEY SHUCK, CAESALPINIACEOUS. 

We thought we had completely cleared up the 
| confusion about Champ Clark’s “Honey Shuck,” 
but Mr. Andrews, a Boston correspondent (see his 
letter in another column), claiming that the shuck 
aforesaid is of Boston origin, declares that it is 
nothing but the well-known caesalpiniaceous 
Gleditschia triancanthus, which, he solemnly in- 
forms us, is a sort of spiniferous or beerbohm tree 
with bipinnate foliage and racemes of smali 
greenish flowers, something like a regular po- 
tato vine, which superinduces large pods or 
shucks—hence the honey. 

We don’t care. Have it as you please. Muddy 
the waters and the vocabulary as much as you 
like. We do not claim to be a fancy botanist or 
expert verbiculturist, but just a common.or garden 
vegetable grubber. But we know a honey shuck 
when we dig it up—and it is just a plain honey 
shuck, no more and no less, We don’t care what 
they call it in Boston, caesalpiniaceous Gleditschia 
or what. In fact, we have a feeling that our plain 
democratic Missouri variety is only distant kin 
tc the pretentious Boston species anyhow. They 
are not on speaking terms. We do not exactly 
resent Mr. Andrews’ language, but we care noth- 
ing for his Bostonese affectation of superiority, 
or superciliousness of his assumption that his old 
home town is the genesis of all flora and fauna, 
including garden sags, tree pods and erudition. In 
short, he gives us an orthoepic pain. 
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A BRIEF BUT BRILLIANT CAREER. 

Lieut. Warneford, the young Canadian aviator 
who “sunk” a Zeppelin, gave a touch of romance 
to the sordid tragedy of war before he lost his 
ife, Thursday, when his aeroplane fell at Buc, 
France. He winged his way into the bright light 
of fame like a butterfly swimming into the sun- 
light of a summer day. Unknown before he fought 
the Zeppelin, afterward the King of England and 
President of France pinned their choicest medals 
on his breast. But his career was as brief, “in 
time’s eye,’ as a butterfly’s in the summer sun- 
shine. 
From the quiet and obscurity of a Canadian 
town he went to stand, for a little while, before 
the face of Kings. Then a long plunge and he 
became one of the minor incidents of the great 
war. He had just ten days of fame. 
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ANOTHER POOR BOY BECOMES FAMOUS. 
Albert Rees is one boy in about ten million, 
and his inspiring story (which ought to inspire 
everybody to do differently) shows just how a 
bright youth can succeed who is long on luck and 
short on morals. 

Before he budded into a capitalist Albert was 
just a nice, clean clerk, who had made no impres- 
sion on his employers. Whether he was spurred 
by reading unexpurgated accounts of how Andrew 
Carnegie got his real start by writing a tariff 
schedule, or perusing Ida Tarbell’s stirring bi- 
ography of Uncle John D. Rockefeller, or poring 
over Gas Addicks’ rise in the world or burning 
midnight oil over the genius of Gil Blas and 
Get-Rich-Quick Wallingford—in any event Albert 
resolved upon a meteoric rise himself which should 
be unimpeded by the recollection of Sunday school 
lessons, the influence of the Y. M. C. A. or in- 
hibitions of the Eighth Commandment. Albert 
chose a simple short-cut to wealth. He did not 
go foxing around Legislatures or gumshoeing 
around committee rooms or rebating or commit- 
ting any of the more elaborate and subtle pecca- 
dilloes. No; he just stole $2000 from the firm 
while nobody was looking. This made a quick im- 
pression on his employers. In fact, it made such 
a dent in them that they laid his case before the 
Prosecuting Attorney.

Note of Confidence in Guy Nickalls’ Statement, However, 
Indicates a Secret Confidence in Ability of the Blue to Win. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 18.—Guy 
Nickalls, coach of the Yale varsity 
crew, says that it is a toss-up between 
Yale and Harvard in the boat race 
which ends the regatta season @ week 


from today. This is his final statement 
which appears in the Alumni Weekly 
today. He is unstinting in his praise of 
the work of the crew under adverse 
conditions, but those who have been at 
Gales Ferry knew that the ptomaine 

isoning which the men suffered has 
ad a much more far-reaching effect 
than Nickalis hints at. Nickalls says 
in part: 

“While the men were idle we had 2 
good opportunity of seeing the Harvard 
crews at work. It was at once noted 
that they were far longer in stroke 
than they were at this time last year, 
a fact which Mr. Herrick admitted to 
me so that their English experiences of 
last summer have not been lost on them. 
Nevertheless the stroke they row is as 
unlike the stroke Yale is rowing as 
chalk from cheese, the main difference 
being that they ride up their slides some 
and are therefore quicker forward ard 
that 75 per cent of their power is ap- 
plied aft of the thole pins. 

‘Their crews have a more uniform ap- 
pearance than ours and are in some 
respects better together.

“Personally speaking. I am inclined to 
think, apart from time, that it was the 
best row any Yale crew has done on this 
water for some vears. The crew rowed 
long and hard and never let down at all, 
spurted well when required, what is more 
to the point, never showed any signs of 
going to pieces. On today’s showing it 
is a guinea to a gooseberry on one crew, 
according to many keen Yale supporters. 
I am more inclined to think, however, that 
today’s showing puts the crews on a very 
level basis, but that Yale has more room 
for improvement than have their rivals, 
and that this week’s poisoning attack has 
taken some of th@ pep out of the crew, 
which can be mad@ good only with careful 
feeding and nursing.’’

“Best and Squarest’’ Official on 
American Turf Succumbs to 
Pneumonia. 


LATONIA, Ky., June 18.—Edward A. 
Maginn, handicapper for the Kentucky 
racetracks, former member of the Ken- 
tucky Racing Commission and known 
throughout the country as the best and 
squarest of all racing officials, died here 
yesterday of pneumonia, after an illness 


his. scouts get anything on the con- 
spirators. 


Maginr was known everywhere as an 
implacable foe to all racing crooks and 
cheating horse owners. 


Maginn was a ierror to the horse- 
owning crook and conniving jockeys and 
did his best at all times during his 
many years of service on St. Louis, 
Kentucky and other tracks, to keep the 
racing angle of the game glean. : 

His name sent conspirators flying 
whenever he took the reins at a race- 
course. It is claimed for him that he 
knew more about the horses of owners 
at his track thar the owners them- 
selves. 

Maginn was secretary for the tracks 
operated by the now defunct cornbina- 
tio of Cella-Adler-Tilles, and went 
through the most trying times in the 
history of Middle Western turf affairs. 
He. acted as asseciate judge at many 
tracks, and although nor:inally inferior 
in position to Judge Joe Murphy and 
others with whom he worked, whenever 
any question arcse in the judges’ stand, 
it was’ always referred to Maginn for 
final decision. In. fact, almost all of the 
officials in the West learned much of 
their craft from Maginn. 

Maginn always advised those who 
sought his opinions not to attempt to 
“beat the races,’ persistently. 

“It’s a pastime, not a business. If you 
attend racetracks now and then you 
may break even; if’ you come all the 
time, they will break you. The percent- 
age is always against vou.”
